W hen washing ¡ires it is best t0 
use a dam p sponge and clean wat«-r 
care being taken that the sponge is 
not soaked an«l dripping.

ing the tires they should be wiped dry 
with a cloth or a handiul of waste.

This may be advisable when w ashing 
the wood work, to remove mud ami 
dust from the varnish, but no kero­ 
sene should be permitted to reach the 
tires, because keros« ne eats rubber. 
This fact can be readily proved 
by 
im m ersing a small piece of rubber in 
kerosene and allow it to soak, 
Che 
rubber will soon swell and lost* it-« 
elasticity. 
Tht* reason f«*r thij* is ap- 
parent. 
Kerosene is rich in fatty pro­ 
perties which remain after the evapor­ 
ation o f the gases. 
Every tim e a tire 
is washed with a kerosene mixture 
the rubber is deprived of mor«* of its
